Lewis Judson was appointed President, and Arthur Goff and 
Isaac V. Meeker, Vice Presidents, and Henry Walton and 
Ephraim Furnace, Secretaries. The call of the meeting having 
been read, the President made some pertinent remarks. When, 


on motion, John Short, R. R. Jones, Henry Ennis, jr., Henry 


Merrill, and John Carmichael, were appointed to draft and 
report resolutions expressive of the sense of the meeting. 

A motion was made that the Secretary address the meeting, 
who responded to the call. Mr. Furnace, the second Secre- 
tary, also in response to a call, eloquently addressed the 


meeting. When a unanimous call being made, our venerable | 


President, in a highly eloquent and patriotic speech, reminded 
the meeting of the old struggles between the old fathers of De- 
mocracy, and the old enemy, who now assume the vame of 
Independent Republicans. 

The Committee having reported the following resolutions, 
they were unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That at this crisis for the “trial of men’s souls,” 
we will emulate the conduct of shoemaker Sherman in the 
revolution, who perilled his life in support of the liberty that 
is again endangered by an equally hostile though more insidi- 
ous enemy. 


Resolved, That we wili do all in our power to promote the | 


election of those charter officers in our respective Wards, who 
are opposed to the United States Bank, and who have been 
regularly nomiuated by the Democratic Republican party. 

Resolved, That we highly approve of the proposition now 
before our State Lezislature, to prohibit the eireulation of all 
Bank Notes of a lesser denomination than Five Dollars, and to 
restrain Bank issues, believing the measures proposed are cal- 
culated to forward the patriotic views of the general admiuis- 
tration respecting the currency. 

_Resolved, That our confidence in onr venerable Chief Ma- 
gisirate, Andrew Jackson, remains not only unshaken, but 
confirmed, and althongh he has been denounced by a party 
vote of the Senate, yet that we will still continue to honor him 
ourselves, and will teach our children to venerate his name. 

Resolved, That the course pursued in Congress by our able 
and honest representatives, Churchill C. Cambreleng, Camp- 
bell P. White, and Cornelius W. Lawrence, in reference to the 
United States Bank, meets our unqualified approbation, and 
will be held in grateful remembrance. 

Resolved, ‘Tiut we view with utter contempt and patriotic 
abhorence, the attempt making by the Bank party to get upa 
procession of the trades, knowing, as we do, that the great 
body of the independent mechanies rnd artiz:ns of this city 
are directly opposed tothis anti-democratic measure. 

Resolved, ‘That the partisans of the United States 
Bak, in ascribing the present distress of the community, di- 
rectly, to the patriotic measures of the administration, offer 
an insult to the common sense of the people. 

Resyulved, That as the main question involved in the coming 
election, relutes to the existence of a chartered monopoly, 
which has‘ bought men and votes like catile in the market,” 
corrupted the channels of intelligence, and set the public 
agents at defiance, we will vote for the candidates opposed 
to such an institution ; and that on this ground CORNELIUS 
W. LAWRENCE is entitled to our hearty support for the 
office of Mayor. 

On notion, Resolved, That the resolutions be published in 
the Democratic papers, signed by the officers of the meeting. 

On motion, a co:mittee to consist of the lst Vice President 
and Secretaries was appointed to carry the foregoing resolu- 
tions into effuct. 

Mr. Ennis addressed the meeting briefly.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 


SENATE. 
Monpay, March 31. 

Mr. Van Schaick, on notice, brought in a bill relating to the 
assessment and collection of taxes on personal property in the 
vity of New York, which was referred to the standing comm. 
inittee. 

The committee of the whole, Mr. Sudam in the chair, pass- 
‘ed the bill for the relief of the New York institution for the 
deaf and dumb, with amendments. 

The committ-e, Mr. Seger in the chair, rose and reported 
on the bill concerning lotteries, on motion of Mr. Mack, after 
some re:narks by that Senator and Messrs. Sudam and Lan- 
sing. 

The committee of the whole spent some time, without ta- 
king a question, on the bill from the Assembly to regulate the 
practice of physic and surgery in this state. 

ASSEMBLY. 
Monpary, March 31. 

Mr. Humphrey presented a petition of mechanics of New 
York and Brooklyn relative to State Prison competition. The 
speaker laid before the House the proceedings of more than 
five hundred citizens of Utica opposed to the United States 
Bank and approving of the removal of the deposites, which 
was referred to the select joint committee. 

STATE PRISON COMPETITION. 

Mr. Hompurey, from the select committee on the several 
petitions for relicf from the effects of State Prison labor, sub- 
mitted a long and able report, recommending some modifica- 
tion of the system of labor in the State Prisons. The Commit- 
tee, however,as the eeport states, found themselves unable from 


the multipticity of their duties, to fix upon the details of a mo- | 


dified plan of State Prison economy. The Committee therefore 
come to the conclusion to report a bill, authorizing and direct- 
ing the appointment by the Governor, of three commissioners 
with full powers to examine personally and through witnesses, 
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to the Loan Offices in the different parts of the State, to be 
loaned when the Supervisors of the respective counties deter} 
mine that they are in need of such aid. The 4,000,000 dollars 
given to New York, is to be loaned to the City Banks. The 
bill creates a Board of Officers to manage this Stock, consist- 
ing in part of State Officers, and of persons to be appointed 
by the Governor and Senate. Mr. Merris also introduced a 
bill allowing the Banks which may borrow this money, to dis- 
count upon it as additional capital. The whole subject was 
made the special order of the day for tomorrow. 500 

copies of the report were ordered printed. ’ 

Bills read a third time ane passed—To loan $5000 to the 
county of Chautauque. To amend the charter of the New 
York Dry Dock Company. 

Mr. Cash called for the consideration of the resolution of- 
fered by the Committee against granting th> aid of the State 
to construct the New York and Lake Erie Rail Road. After 
some debate, the House adjourned.

Fire.—According to Pliny, fire for a long time was unknown 
to some of the ancient Egyptians; and when Euxodus, the 
celebrated astronomer, showed it to them, they were absolutely 
in raptures. 

The Persians, Phenicians, Greeks, and several other nations, 
acknowledged their ancestors were once without the use of fire; 
the Chinese confessed the same of their progenitors. Pompo- 
nius, Mela, Plutarch, and other ancient authors, speak of na- 
tions, who, at the time they wrote, knew not the use of fire, or 
had but just learnt it. Facts of the same kind are also attested 
by several modern relations. 

The inhabitants of the Marian Islands, which were disco- 
vered ip 1521, had no idea of fire. Never was astonishment 
greater than theirs, when they saw it on the descent of Magel- 
lan on one of their islands.
